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Ou.r civilization is again torn by war. The 
gray ghost of death is stalking over Europe 
once more, halting where it wills, claiming in- 
nocent blood wherever it may — and just as 
before it is having its effect upon America.

A certain person once said, "Music is gett- 
ing some Heaven, wi'thout dying." Although 
slightly exaggerated this sincere declaration of 
the effectiveness of music is somewhat applic- 
able because it satisfies our emotional craving. 
Good music as we hear it is the variable con- 
trol of harmonized noles directed either toward 
momentous sweeps or single alternating and 
repeating movements which comfort or excite 
the attentive listener as the motive requires. 
So-called swing music is. merely a popular de- 
viation from sound musical principles. 

Like poetry, music is inspired in the mind 
the comnoser who is so talented that he

In accomplishing this 
end he expends considerable labor proving that 
even in music genius is two percent inspiration

Just as an autoObiography re- 
flects a person's character in his own view of 
himself so does music, produced by the corn- 
arduous

emotions in his respective language 
notes instead of lines and rimes. 

The orchestra, a fundamental accompani- 
ment of music, which conveys the emotions of 
the composer, consists in the body of musicians 
who produce the desired tones. In the symphony 
orchestra, approximately seventy to one hund- 
red 



selections 



men participate in perfecting 
which in many cases require two years of re- 
hearsal before their debu'it. However extra- 
ordinary this fact may seem, it is, neverthe- 
less, true because the ind,ividual orchestra 
scrupulously attempts to affect all the minor 

movements as the composer had originally in- 
tended. 

Now we approach the immortal writers of 
music who are responsible for the functioning 
of orchestras in reproducing their master- 
pieces. Such composers as Beethoven, Mozart, 
Bach and Tchaikowsky are recognized for their 
commendable contributions. In order to appre- 
ciate fully the composer's selection it is neces- 
sary to comprehend the meaning of the piece, 
for w^ien he writes music the composer bases 
it on a theme as in poetry, and each respective 
movement denotes a certain act or actions oc- 
curring in the drama of miusic. 

The Sorcerer's Apiprentice is a symphony 
representing action in which a dealer in magic 
entnusts his workshop to his capricious appiren- 
tice whose curiosity overtakes him; he mum- 
bles magic words which cause a broom to fill 
buckets of water from the river outside and 
empty them in a huge cauldron within the 
shop. He completely forgets, however, the words 
neces*sa:ry to halt the broom which continues 
to add water to the already overflowing tub un- 
til the master returns and restores peace. All 
this action is personified by rapidly succeeding 
tones. Inestimable pleasure and enjoyment may 
'be obtained by listening to the week-end sym- 
phonies, all of which are stored with musical 
perfection.
